SUPREME COURT 
CRIMINAL CASES 


Youth Being Tried on a 
Charge of Perjury— 
Paul Convicted.

Henry 0. hendrickson, a German 
youth, who was till last month work- 
ing on the G.T.P. grade west of Ha- 
monton, came up for tral in the 
Supreme Court this morning on a 
charge of committing perjury at the 
court of Inspector Raven, of the 
R.N.W.M.LP., at Prairie Creek, on 
April 17th, at the trial of Bert Mon- 
roe, for keeping a common gaming 
house At this trial Hendrickson 
swore that he did not gtate on the 
morning of the 16th of April that he 
had bought $5 worth of chips from 
Monroe on the night of the 15th of 
April or the morning of the 16th 
of April 

inspector Raven was the first wit- 
hess called at the trial this morning. 
He stated that Hendrickson, when 
brought to him under arrest, had 
told him that he had borrowed = §5 
from Monroe and had bought chips 
with the money At the trial on 
the following day he dented having 
ever said this, declared that he had 
bought no chips and was not gamb- 
ling When arrested, 2 chips had 
been found in his pockets, 

Cross-examined by H, H, Robert- 
60n, Who appeared for the defence, 
Inspector Raven admitted that he 
had not warned the youth that any 
statements he might make would be 
used against him at his trial. This 
omission, Mr Robertson contended, 
made ft illegal for the prosecution 
to take into account at all anything 
which the prisoner might have gadd 


j under thes circumstances Noth 


ing said at that time could now be 
used against the accused 

The trial was not finished this 
morning, though all the evidence 
was taken Mr. Robértson asked 
for an adjournment of the trial en 
the ground that the time and place 
of the offence were not apecitied in 
the charge This apploation will 
be decided this afternoon, 

Philip Connolly, arraigned at the 
opening of the assizes on a charge 
of rape, was this Morning discharged 
at the request of the Crown, Mr. 
Cogswell, as crown attorney, ex- 
plaining that sufficient evidence to 
justify the charge against Mr, Con- 
nolly was not obtainable 

Carl Paul was found guilty yes- 
terday of the rape of a thirteen 


year old girl. Sentence will be 
passed ppon the prisoner, who is now 
serving a tw yeere’ term for horse 
stealing, at the conclusion of the as-
